Several days ago a complaint was filed 
against John Peter Goytine, the editor of 
Le Progrea, one of the French papers of 
this city, and a warrant was sworn out 
for his arrest.

The name of 
Goytine figured as the drawee of the 
note, and that of Leonis was appended 
as the signatory.

At half-past 11 o’clock last night the 
jury in the Flag Cottage case, in Justice 
Savage’s courtroom, was brought into 
court, and the foreman stated that there 
was no chance for an agreement. The 
jury stood six for acquittal and six for 
conviction. Justice tíavage discharged 
the jury, and will reset the case for trial 
to-day. 
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THE FLAG COTTAGE. 


Evidence Given as to Its 
Character. 


VERY FEW WITNESSES CALLED. 


T h e Court Rules Considerable E vi­ 
dence Out—Scenes in the 
Courtroom. 


away. She had lived there about a year 
and a half, and had heard noises there at 
night before that time. 
Counsel for defendants objected to the 
introduction of any evidence as to occur­ 
rences before or after the date men­ 
tioned in the complaint. The District 
Attorney had neglected to follow the 
language in the Code in regard to com­ 
plaints against disorderly houses, and 
had drawn a specific complaint which he 
could not disregard. 
The 
argument 
which followed lasted nntil the noon 
hour, at which time a recess was taken 
to 1 :45 o’clock. 


At 10 o’clock yesterday morning Jus­ 
tice Savage’s courtroom was crowded to 
its utmost capacity, There was hardly 
room in the lobby to allow those stand­ 
ing there space in which to breathe, and 
every inch of standing room was occu­ 
pied. Inside the rail every seat avail­ 
able was taken, and the number of idle 
attorneys who had time to listen to the 
proceedings in the Flag Cottage case was 
very 
considerable. 
The 
defendants, 
Maud and Charles McCormack, were 
present with their attorney, and a num 
ber of ladies residing in the vicinity of 
their resort were also in attendance. 
The proceedings opened promptly at 
10 o’clock, when District Attorney Kelley 
read the ccmplaint charging Charles 
McCormack 
and Maud 
McCormack 
with 
keepiDg 
a 
disorderly 
house, 
known as the Flag Cottage, between 
February 26th and March 7th, 1889. 
After reading the complaint, be stated 
th a t he intended to prove that the Flag 
Cottage was a resort kept by the defend­ 
ants, and that in consequence of the dis­ 
orderly conduct of the visitors the peace 
of the neighborhood had been disturbed. 
The first witness was L. H. Brown, 
who had sworn to the complaint. 
He 
testified that he was a detective employed 
by Mr. Lawson, and that he had acted 
under the direction of Sheriff Aguirre. 
He started to tell about how he dis­ 
covered that the Flag Cottage was an as 
signation house, but an objection was 
made to this line of evidence, and it was 
ruled out. He then Baid that he had 
gone to the Cottage dressed as a lady 
with Mr. Arment, and bad gone to a 
room and staid there nntil 3 o’clock in 
the morning of the 26th of February. 
W hile in the room, a party of two men 
and two women drove up in a carriage, 
and for some hours these four kept up 
drinking and using bad language. 
[At 
this point it was suggested that the 
ladies present leave the courtroom. 1 
While in the room he heard one of the 
women whom the other called Frankie 
say in a load voice to the o th e rs,'‘wait 
for me, I am going out here.” Then 
followed some expressions too strong for 
repetition. The women he thought were 
prostitutes. 
They made a great deal of 
noise and used vulgar language, both in 
and out of the house in the garden. 
The attorney for the defendant moved 
to strike out all evidence as to the 
character of the visitors to the house. 
Justice Savage held that the character 
of the people who made the disturbance 
was immaterial. The fact of the dis­ 
turbance was all that it was necessary to 
prove. 
Witness then said that the defendants 
were there on that occasion. 
Cross-examined—The party of four left 
between 12 and 1 o’clock in the morning. 
1 was 
dressed as a w om an; had a 
woman’s hat on my head and wore a 
bustle. The rest of the clothing 1 had 
on was the same that I usually wear. I 
did not go to bed. I was employed to go 
there by Mr. Lawson. 
I heard a great 
deal of noise and bad language, such as I 
never heard around a hotel. 
Do not 
use 
such 
language 
myself, 
but I 
I have a faint idea of the meaning of 
language I heard Frankie nse. 
It did 
not disturb my peace, and I did not lose 
my sleep on account of it. 


ANOTHER d e t e c t i v e ’s TESTIMONY. 
W. H . Arment testified that he was a 
detective in Mr. Lawson’s employ. He 
knew the Flag Cottage on Jefferson 
street, and had gone there on February 
26th, about 10 o’clock i*. m ., and re­ 
mained until 3 p . m . 
He had escorted 
L. H. Brown, who was dressed a woman. 
About 11 o’clock that night he heard a 
carriage drive up. 
It contained two 
men and two ladies, who went into the 
parlor and had drinks. 
They talked 
loudly, and afterwards went into the 
garden and made considerable noise. 
It 
was loud enough to be heard a consider­ 
able distance. He repeated the language, 
which was unfit for publication. Judg­ 
ing from the conversation be heard later 
on, one of the girls started out with her 
escort to walk, and the other wanted 
them to get into the carriage. 
The 
language here used was not fit for pub­ 
lication. 
It lasted fully half an hour. 
He 
said 
that 
when he went 
to 
the cottage he 
told 
the defendants 
that he had a married lady along with 
him that had never been on that kind of 
a racket before. 
He wanted to know if 
he could have a room to take her to 
without running the riek of being seen. 
He had been shown the room. 
On 
March 2d he went there again and told 
them that his companion was very shy 
and he wanted the strongest kind of 
liquor sent to his room. They gave him 
some liquor, and, on being shown a bot­ 
tle centaining a liquid, identified it as the 
the liquor that had been sent to him. 
The attorney for the defendants ob­ 
jected to this evidence as immaterial un­ 
der the complaint, which did not charge 
th at his clients kept an assignation 
house. 
The District Attorney said he desired 
to show that the liquor furnished was 
strong enough to set the whole world in 
disorder, and that it was one cause of the 
disorderly conduct of the people who 
visited the house. 
Justice Savage ruled this evidence out 
of order. 
Cross-examined wtiness said : 
I have 
been a detective for four years. 
Was 
employed by Lucas. 
W as manager of 
his patrol. 
Went down to the Cottage 
in a coupe. 
I drank some liquor while I 
was there. It was as good as the aver 
age liquor sold here. I did not go to bed. 
The people who made the disturbance 
were about forty feet or more away from 
where I was. 
I left Lucas’ employment 
because he employed certain parties J 
did not care to work with. 
I told him if 
they stayed I would leave, and as they 
remained I left. Thqre was a hack at 
the house when 
I got there. 
Two 
couples left in it about 2 o’clock in the 
morning. There were eight people in all 
there that evening. 


MRS. MIMO GRAF 
testified that she lived about 150 to 200 
feet from the Flag Cottage and knew the 
defendants. On the 26th of February 
she heard women’s voices. One woman 
called out in a loud voice for Frankie. 
Then the voice called for Henry und 
Jim. It was after m idnight when they 
made this noise. 
She said she had been 
awakened by the noise and had goL up 
to eee what was going on. She heard 
considerable baa language and a great 
deal of neise when the party drove 


A f t e r n o o n M em ulón. 
When court convened at the hour men­ 
tioned, J. Marion Brooks appeared and 
stated that he had been summoned to 
appear as a witness for the defense, anJ 
he requested that he be allowed to give 
his testimony at once. 
Justice Savage said he could not per­ 
m it this, as|it would be out of order. A 
witness for the prosecution was on the 
stand and the prosecution had not con­ 
cluded its case. 
District Attorney Kelley also objected 
to the taking of bis testimony at that 
time. 
Justice Savage said that he could lie ex 
cused for the day and Mr. Brooks turned 
to leave the room. As he passed out of the 
door he used a strong epithet toward 
thoBe who had Bubpiunaed him as a wit­ 
ness. 
Justice 
Savage—Bring 
Mr. Brooks 
back into Court. 
Mr. Brooks having been brought into 
the Court by the constable, stood before 
the bar. 
Justice Savage—W hat did you mean 
b y 6uch conduct in the presence of the 
Court ? 
Mr. Brooks—I was not aware that I 
had said anything in the presence of the 
C ourt; at any rate I did not intend it to 
apply to the Court. 
Justice Savage—You will appear here 
at 5 o’clock to show cause why you 
should not be punished for contempt of 
Court. 
Justice Savage said that he would 
Lave acted at once, only he did not de 
sire to be hasty. 
Continuing in the case Justice Savage 
ruled that the District Attorney had no 
right, under the complaint he had filed, 
to go into disturbances prior to the date 
fixed in the complaint. 
Mrs. Graf, continning, 
stated that 
since 
February 26th she had heard 
noises at night. 
Cross-examined: 
Used to wash dishes 
and clothes for the McCormacks, 
never heard them make a noise, but I 
objected to the people that went there 
and made a noise at night. I have been 
trying to eell my place. I said Mr. Mc­ 
Cormack could buy it if he wanted to. 
I wanted to get out. 
(At this point some 
of the men in the lobby made a noise, 
and as the Court had warned them sev­ 
eral times before the court-room was 
cleared.) The McCormacks needn’t have 
bought the property if they did not want 
it. 
The attorney for the defendant asked 
the witness if she had ever been told 
she could get no more liquor at the Mc­ 
Cormack’s. She became quite indig­ 
nant, and denied that she had ever asked 
the McCormacks for liquor. 
Mrs. Mc­ 
Cormack had given her beer, wine and 
whisky. 
Sheriff Aguirre testified that he had 
arrested the defendants at the Flag Cot­ 
tage on Jefferson street. 
The People rested at this point. 
The attorney for the defendants moved 
that the court instruct the jury to bring 
in a verdict of not guilty under the evi­ 
dence. 
He urged that the neighborhood 
bad not been shown to have been dis­ 
turbed as charged in the complaint. 
Only one person residing in the vicinity 
bad testified, and she had not sworn that 
she had been disturbed. 
The prosecu­ 
tion had failed entirely to show that 
anybody in the neighborhood had been 
disturbed, and even if the woman who 
testified had been disturbed, she was 
not the neighborhood. 
Then the com­ 
plaint set forth that the house was dis­ 
orderly 
between February 26th and 
March 7th, but this had not been shown. 
The only act testiGed to waB on the 26th 
of February. 
Neither had there been 
any evidence that the house was one of 
public resort, as was charged Jn the 
complaint. 
He therefore moved that 
the court instruct the jury to acquit. 
The District Attorney arguea on the 
other hand that he had proven that the 
house was disorderly. 
Justice Savage said that all questions 
of fact must be submitted to the jury 
and he denied the motion. 


THE DEFENSE. 
After a short recess, the defense com­ 
menced its case by placing W. W. 
Slocum on the stand. 
He testified that 
he is a carpenter and resides on Monroe 
street, about 450 or 50l) feet from the 
FlagCottage. There are several families 
living within one-half a mile of the Cot­ 
tage. 
He did not hear any disturbance 
in that neighborhood between the dates 
mentioned in the complaint, nor had he 
heard any since he had been there. If 
there had been any disturbance at the 
Flag Cottage he would have remembered 
it. 
On cross-examination he testified that 
he bad worked for the McCormacks— 
that is, he had done some work for them. 
There might have been a disturbance 
there and he might not have seen it. He 
was in the habit of going to bed between 
9 and 10 o’clock in the evening. He had 
never been to the Flag Cottage after 
night, and never went then except on 
business. His relations were friendly 
with the McCormacks. 
Mrs. S. E. Slocum testified that she 
was the wife of the previous witness. 
She had never heard any disturbance at 
the McCermack’s within the dates men­ 
tioned in the complaint. 
Cross-examined—The wind blows from 
onr house toward the Cottage. Never 
had been awakened at night. Don't 
know the McCormacks. 
W. J. Ahern testified that he resides 
about 300 yards west of the Flag Cot­ 
tage. 
He had heard no disorder or noise 
at the Flag Cottage. 
Cross-examined — Witness 
testified 
that he had sold hay to McCormack ever 
since he had been there. 
He had been 
in the habit of going to bed early in the 
evening. 
The wind generally blows 
from his house to the Flag Cottage. 
Mrs. Bertha Frohlein testified that she 
lived on the Howe tract, about ten lots 
away from the Flag Cottage. 
She had 
heard no disturbance at the FlagCot­ 
tage. 
Cross-examined—I live directly west 
from the Cottage. The wind blows from 
my house towards the Cottage. My hus­ 
band is a barber on First street. I never 
was at the Flag Cottage. There might 
be disorder at the Cottage and I would 
not hear it. 
Mrs. Stuart testified that she bad been 
working for the McComack’s for the past 
four months, doing the cooking, house­ 
work, washing and ironing. 
She had 
heard nothing at the house to disturb 
her, but she had heard a ball at Mrs. 
Graf’s which disturbed her. 
Cross-examined : I go to bed when I 
get through the work. I don’t sleep in 
the house but in a little room about half­ 
way between Mm. Ural’s house and the 


Flag Cottage. I don’t know how long 
ago it was that Mrs. Graf gave her ball. 
J . J. Frohlein testified that he lived on 
the Howe tract, about 250 or 300 yards 
from the Flag Cottage, and he passed it 
at night, but he never heard any disturb­ 
ance there. 
Cross-examined—Do not know the de­ 
fendants. 
Might have passed the Cot­ 
tage on the 26th, but I did not hear any 
noise. 
Sometimes I go home sober anil 
sometimes I do not. but I was sober 
enough to take myself home all alone. 
The defense rested at this point, and 
the proseeution announced that there 
were no witnesses in rebuttal. 
The defense desired to submit the case 
at once, and the jury asked that it be 
given to it during the evening. 
The case was then continued until 7 :30 
o’clock P . M. 
MR. BROOK8’ CASE. 
At the time which bad been appointed, 
Mr. Brooks appeared in Court and Jus­ 
tice Savage enquired of him whether he 
could show good cause why he should 
not be considered to have committed 
contempt of court. 
Mr. Brooks rose to 
his feet and said : 
• 
May it please the Court, I was suhpu- 
naed in this case to testify for the de­ 
fense. I have a family and am a prop- 
erty-owner. 
I hold a respectable posi­ 
tion in this community, and one in which 
I am bound to respect myself. 
I came 
to this court-room because I wished to 
testify and clear myself of the possible 
suspicion that I knew anything of the 
house and of the disgraceful proceed­ 
ings which have taken place there. 
When I was refused this privilege by the 
defense, 
my 
belief 
was 
confirme 
that the 
whole 
thing was 
noth­ 
ing more 
nor 
less 
than 
an 
at­ 
tempt 
at blackmail. 
Naturally, I 
was in an exasperated frame of mind. 
As I went out I made use of some rough 
expression, but they were not intended 
to be in any respect in contempt of this 
court. 
I have the highest respect for the 
judge of this court, both as a magistrate 
and as a gentleman. I did not utter the 
words with the thought that they would 
be heard ; they were merely the instinc­ 
tive expression of my disgust and indig­ 
nation. 
Justice Savage said that while the 
words used by Air. Brooks were rough in 
the extreme, and their utterance cer­ 
tainly constituted a breach of decorum, 
still, in view of the ample apology which 
had been rendered and of the peculiar 
circumstances which might naturally 
have excited Mr. Brooks’ w rath, he 
would decide that Mr. Brooks was purged 
of contempt. 


E v e n i n g S e s s io n . 
The Court convened at precisely 7 :30, 
and the jury was charged by District 
Attorney Kelly, who said, in brief, that 
the place under trial was a disorderly 
house—a riotous resort—as proven by 
three competent wifneBBes. 
The attorney for the defense addressed 
the jury. The salient points made for 
the defendants were that the Flag Cot­ 
tage was alleged, by the prosecution, to 
be a place of public resort for immoral 
purposes, and that the peace of the 
immediate neighborhood was habitually 
disturbed, allegations which were not sup­ 
ported by theevidence. He characterized 
the course of the prosecution as unfair, 
and the methods of the District Attorney 
as overzealously in the wrong. 
He 
laid great stresB upon the fact that there 
were no neighbors who had complained 
but one, the lady who testified, and that 
the disturbance complained of was not 
habitual. He drew attention to the fact 
that there were more than three hun­ 
dred hobses of 
prostitution in Los 
Angeles 
which 
neither the Sheriff 
nor the detectives had brought before 
the bar of justice and questioned the 
motives which led to the arrest of the 
defendants and the employment of de­ 
tectives to ferret them out. At this 
point Sheriff Aguirre arose and hotly 
denied that detectives were employed 
by 
him in the case. 
The 
Court 
promptly 
ordered 
the 
Sheriff 
to 
desist from interrupting the counsel, 
which he did. and received somewhat of 
a scoring at the hands of the attorney 
for the defense. 
The defense closed 
with a very humorous review of the 
moral and immoral side of the world, 
with a sly allusion regarding the high 
morality of the prosecuting officers. 
District Attorney Kelly closed the ar­ 
gument and Judge Savage charged the 
jury, drawing the case down to the ques­ 
tion of the Flag Cottage being a disorder­ 
ly house which habitually disturbed the 
immediate neighborhood between Feb­ 
ruary 26th and March 7th. The jury re­ 
tired at 5 u inutes past 9. After being out 
some 
forty 
minutes, 
the 
jury 
asked for further instructions. They 
were 
called 
in and 
the foreman 
asked for a full explanation of the word 
"habitual.” After some discussion be­ 
tween counsel, Judge Savage reviewed 
his charge at some length, and the jury 
again retired. 
During the first recess of the Court the 
press asked for the records of 
the 
Court, 
containing 
the 
names 
of 
the 
witnesses who had been 
sub- 
pi i* naed 
in 
the 
case, 
and 
who 
had not been called upon to testify. This 
would have been unpleasant reading for 
these witnesses, and fortunately for them 
the Judge decided against producin 
them. 
He said: " It does seem to me 
that there has been enough of notoriety 
in this case, and I do not think that public 
interests and the ends of justice will be 
subserved by giving the names to the 
presH.” 
He thought that unfair infer- 
rences might be drawn against the wit­ 
nesses and not being called, they were 
powerless 
to refute them. Constable 
Clement was very willing to sacrifice his 
fees in the m atter since publicity had 
been avoided. 
The jury finally came in at 10:25 and 
the foreman stated to the Court that 
they disagreed upon a verdict and stood 
six for acquittal and six for conviction. 
Several of the jury thought that they 
could not agree in six weeks’ time, 
while one thought they could in three 
hours. The Judge sent them back for 
further deliberation. 
The courtroom was filled dnring the 
entire evening, the seats all being occu­ 
pied and the lobby crowded. The de­ 
fendants 
were 
quiet 
but 
atten­ 
tive listeners. 
McCormack 
nervous­ 
ly twirled a plain gold ring on his 
thum b, and the woman’s countenance 
became anxious when the jury went out. 
Martin Aguirre was an 
interested 
spectator, and the Hon. J . Marion 
Brooks was prominent in the front row. 
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A b b o t t ’s C a s e . 
George Abbott, the younger brother of 
the famous characters of the same name, 
made his debut in the Police Court yes­ 
terday charged with a misdemeanor, to- 
wit, assisting a prisoner to escape. The 
prisoner was Sarah Esprioza, who was 
sent to the Girls’ Home about a week 
ago. A demurrer was taken to the com­ 
plaint by his attorney and sustained by 
the court. A new complaint was there­ 
upon entered, charging him with a fel­ 
ony, and under this he was held for an 
examination until next Monday. 
His 
bail was fixed at $1,500, in default of 
which he was sent to jail.

cisco to the Convention that framed the 
>resent State Constitution, and in that 
>ody he was conspicuous as an advocate 
of all propositions in *the interest of 
labor.

A f t e r M a n y Y e a r * . 
Air. J. R. Bisbee, a pioneer of ’50, and 
the father of J. A. Bisbee, the well-known 
photographer of First street, is in Los 
Angeles. 
Mr. Bisbee crossed the plains 
in 1850 and had later the contract for the 
mail service from Salt Lake City to 
Oregon. A month was consumed each 
way, so that six deliveries of mail were 
made a year. 
At that tim e, it will be 
remembered, 
besides 
the 
service 
mentioned, there was a mail route from 
Salt Lake City to California, and the 
Eastern 
route 
from 
Independence, 
Alissouri, to Salt Lake City. 
Mr. Bisbee 
has preserved a copy of the first issue of 
the Yreka Herald, published in 1853, 
and is very proud of the old-time journal, 
which is about the size of a sheet of 
foolscap.

The Anaheim Gazette savagely accuses 
the H e r a l d of having plagiarized an 
editorial from its columns. We are still 
unconscious cf having done so, and tho 
crime, at the most, could not be more 
than petty larceny. 
If, while in 
somnambulistic state, we were guilty of 
such an incredible offence, we heartily 
hope that we did not also borrow the 
Gazette’« syntax. 


T h e r e was a conference at the West­ 
minister Hotel yesterday between Mr. H. 
M. Yerington, President of the Carson 
and Colorado Railway, and the Messrs. 
W. E. Jones, W. F. Fitzgerald, Jesse H. 
Seligman, L. N. Breed, E. F. Spence, C. 
E. Day, J. B. Lankersaim and C. Mul- 
holland. There was a general talk con­ 
cerning the advisability of extending Mr. 
Yerington’s road from Keeler to Mojave, 
but no definite conclusion was reached. 
The President of the Carson and Colo­ 
rado road will remain with us for three 
or four days, and during that time he 
will doubtless look closely into the rail­ 
way sitaation hereabouts. 
Our esteemed ccntemporary, the Or­ 
ange News, seems to have an idea that a 
conspiracy is under way in this portion 
of the county to nnduly influence the re­ 
sult of the election which will determine 
whether the county of Orange shall come 
into being. We assure it that its fears 
are groundless. Our people had some 
natural regret at seeing the imperial 
county of Los Angeles divided at this 
time. They had a perfect right to cherish 
this sentiment, but are prepared to sub­ 
mit to the inevitable. The Legislature 
has chosen to make the people living 
within the limits of the proposed new 
county the arbiters of their own destiny, 
and that ends the matter as far as the 
people of Los Angeles are concerned. 


T h e r e has been a great deal of un­ 
necessary flattering in certain quarters, 
if we may trust the newspapers, anent 
the Flag Cottage. It looks very much as 
if, after all, it will be a case of all cry 
and very little wool. The information, 
as drawn by the District Attorney, only 
alleges disorderly acts between the dates 
of February 2Gth and March 7th. The 
Judge has very properly confined the evi­ 
dence to occurrences between those 
dates. If a count had been inserted in 
the complaint charging the McCormacks 
with keeping an assignation house, the 
evidence would have had a wider range, 
and the general character of the Flag 
Cottage could have been put in evidence. 
It is quite plain that, from the stand­ 
point ot the prosecution, somebody has 
blundered. 


F ar-O ff F ields. 
We have no patience with the men 
who are trying to make the people be­ 
lieve that there is a good field for mining 
energy and capital in Lower California, 
when they know, or ought to know, that 
the very reverse íb the fact. In the first 
place, a mine m ust be very rich to pay 
the exploiters at all in that region, and 
those who have already tried to work 
ledges there have found to their eorrow 
that it is a bad business. A company of San 
Diego men opened a ledge eeveral years 
ago not a great distance from the Santa 
Clara district. They put up machinery 
and worked it until they found that the 
exactions of the authorities were such 
that the only way to keep the mine from 
ruining them was to cloee it down. If 
the mine had been on American terri­ 
tory they conld have made it pay; but 
they found after they liad got to work 
that all the supplies they had to uee 
were not only subject to the regular 
customs duties, but that there was 
municipal tax which came 
to swell the cost of what they 
were compelled to import to keep their 
work going that ate up all they made and 
more too. The laws of Mexico with re­ 
ference to mines are very stringent and in 
order to secure a mine, it has to go 
through a great deal of red tape, which 
is very costly. They are liberal about ma­ 
chinery, which is let in free; but 
outside of 
that, every step taken 
is very expensive. Labor rates cheap, 
as compared with tho wages paid in 
mines here. But, if labor is cheap ap­ 
parently, it is dear in fact; for the slow 
and primitive methods followed, and the 
set indolence which is habitual to Mexi­ 
can laborers, make their work come 
dearer than the high-cost intelligent 
work 
of our own miners. In point of 
effectiveness, one American miner is 
worth half a dozen Mexican miners. 
If those who are trying to turn the late 
fiasco into an effort to prospect the ledges, 
which they seeem to think are valuable 
in Lower California, would change their 
tactics, and advise prospectors to leave 
that country severely alone, and 
turn 
theif energies to the pros­ 
pecting and developing of known ledges 
in mining districts this side of the lino, 
they would do a work which everybody 
could commend. Within a radius of 
three hundred miles of Los Angeles there 
are dozens of well known mining dis­ 
tricts and innumerable ledges that 
would justify all the energy that 
conld be pat forth to develop them, 
These known mining districts have 
hardly been touched. They will some 
day, not far off, afford fields of profit to 
enterprise and capital far beyond any 
thing that can be shown in Lower Cali­ 
fornia. 
The hidden 
treasures 
these districts 
are 
only awaiting 
the 
stroke 
of 
the 
miner 
pour their wealth in lavish quan­ 
tities into the laps of the men who 
have the pluck to work them. We are 
only wasting our means and our forces to 
go across the line for mines. The money 
spent and the energy worse than wasted 
already in the Santa Clara fake would 
have accomplished wonderful results if 
they had been directed to almost anyone 
of the many districts that are known to 
be rich within one hundred miles in any 
direction from the San Bernardino meri 
dian. 
If there are any good mining properties 
lying perdu in Lower California, Ameri­ 
cans can afford to let them remain so, 
until, in the course of time, the Penin­ 
sula becomes a porticn of the United 
States. It may perhaps pay our people 
to develop ledges in Lower California 
when that tim e arrives; but till then we 
have attractions on our side of the line 
that are far more attractive.

As t h e H e r a l d thought all along 
WGuld be the case, the sensational report 
about the sinking of the United States 
steamer Nipsic by the German corvette 
Olga proves to be utterly without found­ 
ation. Not only has there been no blood­ 
shed at Apia, but the relations between 
the German and American authorities 
have been unusually amicable, and the 
Germans have withdrawn their proclam­ 
ation of martial law in Samoa pending 
the result of the conference at Berlin. 
The common-sense view of the matter is 
that it would be very hard to get up a 
war between the United States and Ger­ 
many, and Bismarck gave a strong pledge 
of his pacific intentions when he recalled 
Dr. Knappe, the pragmatical German 
Consul-General. 
This later news is 
reliable, and is received via Auckland of 
date the 14th inst. 


T h e b e seems to be a unanimity of 
opinion that the Legislature, now closing, 
has been the most extravagant in every 
respect we have ever had.

It means the jeopardizing of tho homes 
of honest settlers in all parts of the Ter­ 
ritory and the paralyzing of every indus­ 
try. not only in the Gila and Salt River 
valleys, but in all parts of the Territory. 
Wolfley is the tool of all schemers. Let 
no man be deceived. 
In this appoint­ 
ment the Tucson land ring, backed by 
Senators Ilearst, Teller and others inter­ 
ested in fraudulent land schemes, are 
triumphant. Citizens of Phrnnix, it is 
not too late to prevent the consummation 
of the dark tricks of these land pirates.

71 r. W anainaK erav a P rotectionist 
The New York World boa brought 
curious fact to light. The special cor­ 
respondent of that paper in Berlin has 
discovered that the cloak department of 
John W anamaker’s great Philadelphia 
establishment is altogether supplied by 
branch manufacturing agency in Berlin 
The manager, S. Mcrilz, lets out the 
contracts for the manufacture of cloaks to 
master tailors who have the work done by 
girls. These girls earn from six to 
twelve marks a week. A mark is worth 
about 24 cents, so that the average wages 
of these girls is from $1.44 to $2.88 per 
week for about eight months of the year, 
the time this kind of work lasts. Wana 
m aker’s agent furnishes the master 
tailors all the cloth and trimmings and 
with the latest styles. Thus the labor 
of these pauper-paid German girls is 
brought into direct competition by 
John W anamaker with the sewing girls 
of tho United States. The difference be­ 
tween the wages in Berlin and those paid 
in Philadelphia wiil probably pay the 
duty on these cloaks. This information 
possesses peculiar interest from the fact 
that W anamaker organized the manu­ 
facturers’ fund to aid in the election of 
Harrison, ostensibly in the interest 
of 
the 
protection 
of 
American 
labor 
from competition 
with the 
pauper labor of Europe. 
W hilst 
he was doing this he was manufacturing 
cloaks in Berlin for the American market 
at a cost of from one and a half to six 
marks each. 
The six-mark ($1.44) 
cloaks, the World’s correspondent de­ 
clares, sell for about $20 each in the 
United 8tates. This is not meroly a cas­ 
ual or ephemeral industry of W anamaker 
in Berlin, it is a regularly estab­ 
lished manufacturing branch of his great 
house in Philadelphia. If this expoeé 
does not show the insincerity of the 
gentleman who has been raised to a 
Cabinet position as a protector of Ameri­ 
can labor, we know of no way in which 
it can be shown. W hen we come to test 
the effect of the tariff reform as proposed 
in the Mills scheme, we shall find that 
it would have done away with this kind 
of European labor competition with 
American workers. It would have let 
in the raw material of which these 
cloaks are made free, and would have 
raised to a prohibitory standard the duty 
on the made-np article. The effect of 
this system would have made it impos­ 
sible for W anamaker and others to have 
their store goods manufactured abroad, 


T h e Alta, the other day, had a very 
neat article on the inconsistency of the 
Chronicle.

W h e r e a s, The cause of patriotism is 
advanced by the knowledge that the 
National flag is eeen all over the world, 
and that the tim e is ripe for the com­ 
merce of Eastern nations to move west­ 
ward to, nnd through the United States, 
Therefore, tb¡B Legislature resolves 
that the General Government should 
adopt a vigorous foreign policy ; that the 
United States should compete for the 
commerce of the w orld: that money 
should be appropriated 
from the 
Treasury 
for the construction and 
operation of 
steamship lines from 
New York 
to Europe and South 
American 
parts; also 
from San 
Francisco and Tacoma to Japan and 
Australia; that the sea coast fortifica­ 
tions should be strengthened and multi­ 
plied ; that the treaty rights of the United 
States should be religouely preserved; 
that there is cause for deep solicitude in 
regard to the action of tho German Em­ 
pire in the m atter of the late Samoan af­ 
fairs, inasmuch as the blow of the Ger­ 
mans seems to be aimed at the commerce 
of the United States and not at the sav­ 
ages of ths Samoan Islands. 
The representatives of this State in 
Coongress are instructed to use all their 
influence in carrying out the suggestions 
of these resolutions.

If not they may wake 
up some fine morning to find that, with­ 
out their knowledge, the streets in front 
of them have been graded, side walked 
and curbed, and the same assessed to 
unknown owners.

been improved. He viBited the office of 
the Superintendent of Streets, and there 
found that his lot and all the lots in the 
vicinity had been lieted as belonging to 
unknown owners. This is a very bandy 
way of making the property owners pay 
roundly for street improvements. Notice 
cannot be served personally on unknown 
owners, and no trouble is taken to 
inform actual owners until the as­

added to it. It would seem that the 
Street Superintendent ought to be re­ 
quired to consult the tax-roll and the 
records when he is making out a street 
assessment against property, and assess 
it to the real owners. 
In nine caees out 
of ten they can be ascertained. This 
unknown owner business is carried to 
ridiculous extents in all the assessment 
departments of this city and county, and 
will lead to seriouB trouble.

A DEAL IN STEEL.

Steel Company. Negotiations to this end 
have been going on for two m onths, and 
were practically concluded last week. 
The news was kept very quiet, and only 
leaked out through trade circles. The 
name of the new company not yet 
been decided upon, but 
will be 
an entirely new one. The capital will 
be $10,000,000, of which between $5,000,­ 
000 and $0,000,000 will be issued for cash 
now in the treasuries of the respective 
companies and the balance will repre­ 
sent the valuation of the three plants. 
The stock in the new company will be 
distributed to the shareholders in the 
old ones upon a 
basis 
agreed 
upon in their consolidation. 
The 
combined 
works 
will 
form 
the 
largest steel plant in this country, 
and will probably rank second only to 
Krupp in Germany. Steel rails are the 
principal product of the mills, and in 
rail-making the new company will have 
no competitors in the West worth m en­ 
tioning. 
The steel rail output of the country is 
turned out at nine mills, or, at least, so 
much of it that other concerns figure for 
very little. There is only one west of 
Chicago—the Colorado Coal and Iron 
Company’s mill at South Pueblo, Col., 
and that is not of much account. 
By the consolidation of the three Chicago 
concerns local competition will be de­ 
stroyed, and a better price realized for 
the rails. 
Already plans are being 
formed for securing to the utm ost the 
advantages of union. By dividing up 
tbe work among the mills, every depart­ 
ment of each can be run to the best ad­ 
vantage. 
A reduction of expenses in 
other directions will be effected, and it 
i s estimated that the cost of producing 
tlie rails can be cut down $1 per ton. As 
tho combined works manufacture one- 
third of the total output of the country 
and can turn out 800,000 tons a year 
without much difficulty, besides 150,000 
tons of other steel material, this saving 
is of great importance to the stock 
holders. Inventories of the plant and 
assets of the three concerns are now be­ 
ing made. The two iron furnaces of the 
North Chicago mill at Milwaukee, which 
have a capacity of 50,000 tons of pig 
metal a year, are included in the deal.

M ount C arm el, Pa., March 14.—In­ 
tense excitement prevails at the Black 
Diamond colliery, where, by the run­ 
ning of the pillars, six miners have 
been closed in. Workmen are driving 
heading for the purpose of liberating 
their imprisoned companions, but sev­ 
eral hours must elapse before it can be 
ascertained whether they are alive. 
At 4 o’clock this afternoon the laborers 
heard the faint sound of voices.

States C ircuit C ourt, Judge Saw yer, to­

rendered 
an im portant decision. 
The d em u rrer of tlie U nited States in the 
case of the Southern Pacific R ailroad 
C om pany vs. th e U nited States w as osrer- 
rulea, a n d th e proposition laid dow n th at 
th e U n ited States can ba sued by a su b ­ 
ject. 
T he Southern Pacific C om pany 
brought suit againet th e G overnm ent in 
th e C ircuit C ourt under th e Act of C on­ 
gress of M arch 3,1887, entitled “ An Act 
to provide for bringing suits against the 
G overnm ent 
of 
th e 
U nited 
S ta te s,” 
setting u p a claim to a tract of land 
against th e U n ited 
States, and asking 
th at its title to th e land be established in 
th e p etitioner by decree of this C ourt. 
The lan d s are odd num bered eections ly­ 
ing in th e lim its of th e lands g ran ted by 
the U n ited States to th e com pany in the 
act approved Ju ly 1866. 
The petitioner 
claim s th a t th e facts alleged, if true, 
show th a t th e lands w ere subject to the 
g rant au d th a t th e petitioner h a s per­ 
form ed all th e necessary conditions. 
Its 
right to a p aten t is show n, yet th e pro­ 
per officers refuse to issue the p a te n t ae 
required by law . 
P etitioner pravs th a t it 
m ay be adjudged entitled to th e p aten t, 
and h av e such further relief as m ay be 


agreeable to equity. 
The U nited States 
dem urs to th e proposition on the grounds 
th at 
a 
C ourt 
has 
no 
jurisdic­ 
tion 
in 
puch 
a 
suit 
and 
th at the United States cannot be sued in 
such a case. 
The C ourt then p ay s: 
“ In 
th is case, the claim is founded upon a 
statute of th e U nited States, and upon a 
statutory contract, and th e value of the 
m atter in dispute exceeds one thousand 
dollars and is less th an ten thousand. 
If the m atters alleged, th en , constitute a 
a claim , w ithin th e m eaning of th a t 
term as used in the statute, th e U nited 
States is suable thereon in th is court and 
the court has jurisdiction over it concur­ 
ren t w ith the C ourt of C laim s. 
A fter 
careful consideration of th e m atter 
am satisfied th at they do constitute a 
claim wi hin the m eaning of th e Act. 
The statute is rem edial, and rem edial 
statutes are to be liberally construed.”
